'cvo feet deep, and ymir large fashionable pillows j 
3 lid bolsters — even, sir. liie two beds, now exempt, 1 
would be worth some three hundred to four hundred | 
dollars; while, on the otl;?r hand, the humbie and | 
niifortuuate man is entitled to his two straw bed-, 
worth some five or ten dollars. I ask again, why 
this discrepeiicy! The man, sir, upon whom for- 
tune lias never smiled — tin* man vvho, by the labor 
of his hands and the sweat of his brow, has reared 
up his little family, may, through some unfortunate 
change of trade, or some unforeseen event, be re- 
duced to the dernier resort of his creditors. Now, 
sir, where are the articles of exemption, vvliere is 
your carpeting, and your mahogany bedsteads, your 
eight dollar chairs. &c.? They are not to be' found. 
No. sir, a couple of small straw beds, one pot, one 
skillet, one hoe for the old man and four boys to hoe 
with, one chopping axe for a half dozen boys to chop 
with, and no horse. This, sir. is the situation of 
some families; anil still there are men on this floor, 
and representatives of llie people, who are in favor 
of this unequal, tliis ungodly law. We only ask 
two hundred ami fifty dollars worlit of property, hut 
let tliat be equally and fairly distributed; lot the man 
njid his vvife set apart tiie articles that they prefer 
1 to have exempt — they know bettor what the peciili- 
. antv of their family requires than the Legislature 
of Kentucky. Yes, sir, ‘.lie moilier can have .some 
choice; slie can set apart a great many small articles, 
of little or no value, for the convenience of her 
family. But, sir, under the present law. she has 
no choice, and every thing must be .-old llint the 
dignified Constable, in liis wisdom, under the stern 
edicts of the law, may choose not to set apart, and 
in many cases, there are very few articles that cume 
exactly under the purview of the law. It is wrong, 
it ought to be remedied. Sir, vve, as legislators of 
the people of Kentucky, ought to pass those kind of 
laws that will operate impartially and fairly upon 
oil, upon the rich ami the p'jor alike. This is the 
only fair principle. Therefore, sir, I am opposed to 
all amendments. Two hundred and fifty dollars is 
enough; that is ail wo ask, but let us have it equally, 
as God Stands the rain upon the just and the unjust. 

Sir, these facts are known to every one. They 
are truths that will stand the crucible of investiga- 
tion. Sir, the yeomanry of Hancock county are n 
hardy, bold people — they do not complain of their 
lot, but, sir, they are an intelligent and enterprising 
people, who demand their rights as a matter of right 
— they feel they are entitled to them. Sir, the peo- 
ple of Kentucky are a law-abiding people; they are 
disposed to suIIVt, while evils are sufferable, rather 
Ilian show a rebellions and disorganizing spirit. 
Then, sir, vve,as their Repre-entatives, should take 
a firm, bold stand — our laws should pass through 
the crucible of fair and impartial investigation. If, 
sir. a portion of our liardy yeomanry are thus left, 
stript of all the comforts of life bv your unfair and 
partial exemption law, will they not resort to other 
I»arts — will they not become dissatisfied, nml, as 
t le only remedy, remove from nmler the influence of 
such laws. Fir, should we not cultivate a feeling 
of harmony, of friend-hip, of brotherly love he- 
tween every class of i.ur citizens? We should 
know no distinctions, excepting iho-e of honesty — 
no name, except that of a Kentuckian. Then, sir. 
lei us harmonize our laws, and protect onr citizens by 
good and wholesome enactments, operating equally 
and fairly upon all. Such, sir, is this two linmired 
and fifty dollars exemption hill. Therefore, sir, 1 
hope it will pass, ami that those amendments will 
not prevail, as the very intention of them is to bur- 
then it down. I liope thu- nil the friends of tlie bill 
will vote against nil amendments, ns two hundred 
and fifty dollars is all we ask, and all we want; but 
let us choose that amount in such articles us we niay 
want, and such as we need.
